The best borm in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. J . bn R Warwick 
near Green batik, is the chamber; 
where that “good man m&t h a 
fate.”lhns deserving tha distil c- 
tion of being considered beyord 
tho ordinary walks of lifo, bb the 
very gate of heaven, , 

The position tbns eadly vacated, 
was occupied by seminarian Henry 
Woods McLaughlin ip vacation 
services iq 1896, Upon his in vita- 
tien'Cbarlcs M. Howard, a noted 
evangelist. conducted a notable 
seftes of continued meetings, dar¬ 
ing the interim from 95 to 97, ti e 
minates of tbe sessions meetings, 
indieate the occasional presence 
of the Rev. Joseph M. Sloan. 
Presbyterial Evangelist. Mr. 
Sloan has tbe distinction of havirg 
been one of tbe most dashing of 
N. B. Forest’s Confederate troop¬ 
ers, and for tbe past twenty years 
or mor«, bis vim and fidelity to 
duty, has been a feature in the 
history of Greenbrier Presbytery. 

The next pastor of Baxter 
chnrcb waa Rev. Richard Miltsn 
Caldwell from Nicholaaville. Ky., 
for the period 1897 99. During 
his pastorate theie were interest¬ 
ing accessions, Owing to broken 
health, Mr. Caldwoll was forced 
to relicquist bis pastoral duties. 

Rav. H. W. McLaughlin be¬ 
come pastor from 1900 to 1903. 
All things considered this pastor¬ 
ate was a strennoua and success¬ 
ful one. He was aided much of 
the time by Rev. Asa D. Wat- 
kins. Uaving^pccepted a call to 
the Stuart Robinson Memorial 
church, Lcoisville, Ky. Mr. Mc¬ 
Laughlin settled there iu 1904. 

The Rev. Robert Emerson 
False was the next pastor. After 
a brief pastorate he resigned and 
is now in charge of WilliatDBville 
and Rock SpriDg churches, Lex¬ 
ington Presbytery. The present 
pastor is Rev. Walter Washing¬ 
ton Biin nnder whose supervision 
those somi-centernial exercises 
were arranged and whio^ were 
such a featnre on Thursday, Aug¬ 
ust 27, 1908. 

According to the lss f report to
